Over 1200 Students Will Register 
In Arts and Science Summer School; 
More Scope to Be Offered in Courses 



French School 
Presents Term, 
June to August 

Over Iwclvc hundred students, 
mostly veterans, will accelerate 
their studies during the sum- 
mer months when they register 
for the 1045-40 session of the 
Arts and Science Summer Scliool 
° at g.30 a.m. today, May 27. 
Lectures at McGill and Daw- 
son College will commence on 
y- Thursday, May 30. 

Inaugurated in 1042, the Arts and 
Science Summer School this year 
win Oder more scope than ever 
before, under the new system ol 
admission at three periods each 
calendar year. The twelve weeks 
of study, will correspond to one 
ot the two terms ot each of the 
sessions required for the decrees 
of B.A., B.Com., and B.Sc. 
Many Courses Offered 
^ Antlcipatins a record summer 
^ school attendance, the University 
is offering a series of full and halt 
courses ranging from Accountancy, 
through Botany, Chemistry, Law, 
Economics and Political Science, 
■*llnglish;--MâthemàtlCB,~10' Zoology. 
Lectures in all siibjccls will end 
on August 15, and examinations 
will commence on August 10. 
French Summer School 
Running parallel with the Arts 
and Science curricula, from June 
27 to August 10, the French Sum- 
mer School will again offer courses 
of lectures on French thought, lit- 
erature and civilization. All courses 
arc in tiiree sections: Elementary, 
Intermediate and Advanced. The 
prerequisite for the Elementary 
section is two years of high-school 
French or the equivalent; for the 
Intermediate and Advanced Sec- 
tions, a college or university stan- 
dard Is required. 
/ Aside from the natural French 
J^F° environment of the Province of 
^'^^uebec, the French Sununer School 
is run on a strictly French basis. 
All courses arc given in French, 
students arc advised to stay in 
the French House (Douglas Hall), 
where they mingle freely with 
their Instructors, nearly all of 
whom are French, and extracurri- 
cular activities provide further op- 
portunlty for the use of the Ian- 
guage. 

Special reduced railroad fares 
will be in effect for the Summer 
session. The Canadian Passenger 
Association has arranged that trips 
from .Armstrong, Port William, and 
stations east In Canada will be 
on the basis of one-way fare and 
one-third for the round .trip. 



Active Program Is Planned 
For Summer Session, Students 



This Summer the Student*' 
Executive Council plans to malce 
available for the first time, an 
organized program of activities 
for the students who are attend- 
ing summer classes. A committee 
has been set up for this purpose 
under the chairmanship of Jon 
Ballon. 

In the field of sports, the Stu- 
dents' Athletics Council are loolc- 
Ing into the possibilities of making 
the following sports available to 
the students during the summer 
months at greatly reduced rates— 
the loss 'to be made good by the 
Council: swimming, tennis, base- 
ball, traclf, yachting, boating and 
golf. 

The Committee has also contact- 
ed most of the clubs and societies 
which function during the regular 
year with a view to having' them 
extend their activities to cover the 
summer months. Such organiza- 
tions as the Bridge Club, the Politi- 
cal Club, the Book Exchange, the 
Rifle Association, the M.O.C., the 
McGiil Union, The McGill Dally, 
and many others would be In op- 
eration, provided enough student 
interest were shown and" subject 
to the number ot students regis- 
1cred-f or - thc-summerrlasiefi"' — 

Those clubs which have no mem- 
ber of their executive to help 
them get under way should be 
set up by the committee .itself, if 
there were sufficient support, al- 
though this would bo on a non- 
permanent basis for the summer 
months only. 

Most of these activities will 
have to operate at a loss and pro- 
vision would be made by the Coun- 
cil to subsidize them from the

Convocation will bo held in the Sir Arthur 
Currie Memorial Gymnasium Armory; the Procession 
will assemble ot 9.45 a.m. in a tent to be erected to the 
east of the building. . 



Although only organized 
year, the Red and White Society 
of McGill University promises to 
take its place as one "of the major 
groups on the campus. It was 
founded at the beginning of the 
session-by the Students' Executive 
Council to promote campus spirit 
and to hold various activities 
throughout the year. 

Approximately 000 students 
Joined the Society at its Inaugura- 
tion and were divided Into groups 
of 50. Hjese groups were headed 
by an executive and took part in 
the numerous activities sponsored 
by the Society throughout the ses- 
sion. The season's events com- 
menced with a torch-light parade 
preceding the McGill — Hornets 
football game, 'and a dance follow- 
ing it in the gymnasium. 

A number of athletic dances 
highlighted the season's activities, 
involving a good deal of organizing 
and plain hard work on the part 
of the teams involved, under the 
leadership of the central committee. 
Although the scats were hard, all 
those who travelled on the charter- 
ed buses to Toronto found the trip 
well worth while Inasmuch as this 
was the only McGill victory during 
the rugby season. The victory dance 
held at the gym after the hockey 
championship game was also a part 
of the Red and White Society's 
program for the year. 

Revision of the registration 
scheme has been planned for the 
fall session when the Red and 
White Society will resume Its act- 
ivity. Under the new system, mem- 
bers will be able to indicate in 
which activities they would like to 
participate, e.g.., organizing, pub- 
licity, postar-paintlng and decorat- 
ing. Attempts will be made to 
allocate students to work in which 
they are most interested and for 
which they are most fitted. 

Next year's activities should pro- 
vide scope for any students capa- 
bilities. Already on the program 
rallies and excursions, basketball 
and hockey dances and a gala 
athletics festival towards the end 
of the session. 

The first steps have. been taken. 
The success of next years' Red and 
While Society depends not only, 
upon careful organization by the 
retiring committee but upon the 
efforts ot the membsrs themselves. 
The task of the new Executive 
will be simplified because this 
year's Executive has already cover- 
ed the groundwork. Similar prob- 
lems will be faced next year and 
can be met by profiting by the 
mistakes made In the first season 
of the Society's activity, ,

On the occasion of this special 'Convocation 
another historic event took place, when His 
Excellency held a special' investiture following 
Convocation, and presented some twenty mili- 
tary decorations to members of tho staff and 
students. TI)is~ was the first time that such an 
investiture was held, and it proved to be a 
most interesting spectacle for those who had 
never been priviledgcd to attend the eccludcd 
investiture of Buckingham Palace and Bideau 
Hall. 

Wc were glad to see that Co|. Walker, the 
new Officer Commanding .the' McGill Contin- 
gent C.O.T.C. was invested with the Disting- 
uished Service Order at tho above-mentioned 
ceremony, and hope that a man with such an 
outstanding war record will do much to keep 
up the fine traditions of McGill's C.O.T.C. 

Seeing the ceremony last week made us 
wonder why hitherto similar occasions have 
been kept almost secret. Wc felt that those who 
received their decorations last Wednesday 
surely had far more satisfaction from such an 
impressive and public ceremony than if they 
had been allowed to appear among us myster- 
iously one day with "D.S.O." or "M.C." wit- 
ten after their names. Wc believe that no pub- 
licity should be spared wlicn the heroes of war 
or peace are presented with their rewards from 
the Crown, for beyond tho capital letters be- 
hind their names they reolly do not receive 
much compensation or recognition. Wc are glad 
that a precedent was set at McGill last week, 
and hope that such ceremonies will henceforth 
be repeated.

Distinguished Graduates 



.,,. .^The trend from arms to education, so ap- 
•parcnt within the past yéar wheh the influx of 
veterans swelled the student bodies of the uni- 
versities over Canada and the United States 
and led thinking men to review the established 
academic standards and their worth to the 
community, makes it truly fitting that McGill 
should honor at its 1946 Spring Convocation 
two of the most outstanding members in the 
Canadian field of education. Both Dr. J. S. 
Thomson and Dr. W. P. Percival, who will 
receive the honorary degrees of Doctor of Laws, 
have had long and inspiring careers, working 
towards the goal of improvement of education 
not only on a national scale but on an inter- 
national one as well. 

Dr. Thomson, who will deliver the Convoca- 
tion address, is at present president of the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan, a progressive sister- 
college which has received able leadership nt 
his hands. On leave of absence from Saskat- 

.chewan. Dr. Thomson served a term as general 
manager of the Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, and upon the return to his academic 
post, was elected president of the Canadian 

^Universities Conference in recognition of his 
outstanding achievements. He continues to hold 
the latter post at the present time, as well as 
remaining in office as the president of the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan. 

Director of Protestant education in the pro- 
vince of Quebec since 1930 and material con- 
tributor to the progress of education, Dr. Per- 
cival, the second recipient of an honorary de- 
gree, has had a distinguished career as an 
academic leader and has won the respect and 
admiration of all classes of the community. 
Along with his academic accomplishments. Dr. 
Percival has also won recognition for his lit- 
erary endeavors and his public speaking ability; 
among his books aire his latest, "The Lure of 
Montreal," and "The Lure of Quebec" and 
"Life in School."' " . ■ ,V ; 

Dr. Percival has a native interest in the 
problem of Protestant education in Quebec, 
having been bom here. He received a B.A. from 
McGill, with honors, and then proceeded with 
poét-graduate work at Columbia' where he re- 
ceived his M.A. and Ph.D. degrees. As a practi- 
cal course .in preparation for his present office, 
he served as a high school principal, a profes- 
sor of mathematics at Macdonald College and 
professor of education at State Teachers Col- 
lege in Indiana, Pa.< Since his appointment to 
the Directorship, several changes have been put 
into effect as suggested in his report of a na- 
tional survey of education. 

So, the qualifications of both men for their 
awards is of the highest. Wc extend to them a 
hearty welcome and wish them well as mem* 
bers of McGill's distinguished graduate body.

Gombinaiion 
Proves Success 



Montreal Is now in an exciting 
stage ol cultural 'growth when 
competent musical ' or dramatic 
performances receive a good deal ol 
attention because the calendar is 
not crowded with them. In a well 
developed cultural centre, such 
events may pass without attracting 
undue notice, but, while Montreal 
may, no longer bo described as 
"dramatically barren", opportun- 
ities for development seem infinite. 
It is scarcedy remarkable, then, 
that such a production as Kint 
Lear, worthy,- certainly, of classifi- 
cation on a high professional level, 
set Montreal on its cultural ear, 
and has caiucd a furore, heard 
even In the hard-tO'crash pages of 
Variety, the theatrical Vogue of 
American show business. 

The Shakespeare Society of Mont- 
real marked Its inception ono^year 
ago with a production of Mueh Ado 
About Nothing, which was, at least, 
a good effort in locally unexplored 
field. But enjoyable as it was, 
nellher acting nor direction were 
designated as professional, and it 
was chiefly remarkable for Herbert 
Whittaker's excellent staging, 
which more than made the most 
of necessity (Moysc Hall). Since 
last year,' however, Montreal has 
seen some exceptionally good thea- 
tre. Chief among our newly dis- 
covered aiisets Is Pierre Dagenals, 
who directed an inspired produc- 
tion of Jean Paul Sartre's Les Hulls 
Clos. It seems to have been the 
collaboration of Dagenals and Her- 
bert Whittaker, Montreal's noted 
stage designer and critic, which re- 
sulted in the outstanding success of 
King Lear. 

The production of King Lear, it is 
generally conceded, is significant 
If the entire personnel responsible 
for It remain In Canada,, it is likely 
that it will stand as one of the 
milestones in a long scries of future 
dramatic successes. If, on the other 
hand, such a course does i^ot prove 
reasonably gratifying or lucrative, 
Lear may well remain In Isolation 
as an impressive reminder of talent 
and opportunity which Canada lost, 
once again, to the keener apprécia 
tlon of the American theatre-going 
public. That "the Montreal theatre 
is more than ready,.to establish it- 
self on a professional basis" seems 
to be the' feeling of Montrcalers 
who were surprised into awareness 
of Canadian dramatic potentialities 
by King Lear. If a national theatre 
is to be established, they feel that 
the time is now ripe, and such an 
institution is imperative if we are 
to encourage an indigenous product. 
It is definitely lime wc came of age 
culturally. 

In tho past Canâdian apologists 
have bemoaned Canada's disad- 
vantage due to the Inabllily of our 
comparatively small population to 
support, on a professional basis, the 
writers, actors, artists, technicians, 
and all the other highly specialized 
workers which pursuit of the arts 
cnUlls. While it is certainly true 
that wc have not as great an au- 
dience, nor as large a pool of creat* 
ive resources as the American thea- 
tre, the reception accorded King 
Lear seems to Indicate rather forc- 
ibly that wc are ready and willing 
to support these specialists, and It 
Is high tlmo that wc began to build 
a Canadian stage.

Good Production 
Of Symbolic Play 

The 100th. major M.K.T. produc- 
tion, was, in spite of the play it- 
self, a thoroughly enjoyable one. 
The Corn Is Green demanded very 
little In Imagination or Interpreta- 
tion from tho audience, which may 
have been tho reason why we felt 
that we had been trapped Into en- 
joying ourselves so much.' The 
play is concerned with a struggle 
around a principle rather than a 
vivid picture of Welsh coal miners, 
and thereby looses an Important 
human value. Morgan Evans Is a 
symbol of a wrong, which In his 
case Is righted, but except* for 
interpolations In the Welsh lan- 
guage, this play might be peopled 
by the downtrodden and exploited 
poor of very many countries. 

Its other value, which hinges 
around the destructive, machine- 
like molding of Morgan's Evan's 
'brilliantly receptive mind", by a 
spinster with the reforming urge 
was not strongly developed. How- 
ever, while never demonstrating 
affection, Miss Lewis chose to glvo 
a sympathetic interpretation of 
Miss Moffat, which detracted from 
the tensity of the conflict,* and left 
the actors to depend on facile tear 
jerking. 

Doreen Lewis play the middle- 
'&ged spinster. Miss Moffat, who 
settles down in a -cottage which 
she has inherited. In Wales. Ap- 
palled by the misery, poverty, and 
literacy of the miners among 
whom she finds herself, she starts 
a school, opposed by tho mine auUi- 
orities, the local pub owners, and 
the squire (Chester Le Maistrc), 
and discovers among her pupils a 
young Welsh miner (Tim Whelan) 
whom she believes possesses the 
potentials of greatness. His strug- 
gle with himself, and their con 
cerled efforts to win him a scholar 
ship to Oxford are finally success 
fuL 

The Daily's laurels 'on this oc 
caslon go . to Chester Le Maistrc 
for. his delightful impersonation of 
the Squire, to Modclclnc Sherwood 
as Bessie Watty, to Tim Whelan 
as Morgan Evans, and to Mulvany 
Gray as Mrs. Watty, r Bessie Watty 
was -a dlffldulf role, calling for 
Bessie's development from a de- 
ceitful, resentful child to "a lady 
of doul^tful virtue". This typo of 
gradual change, from chllhood to 
adulthood,' is usually rather badly 
done, but Miss Sherwood was far 
better than adequate, and' it Is to. 
be hoped that she will appear very 
frequently in future M.R.T. per- 
formances. 

Tim Whelan as Morgan Evans 
(We look back with pleasure to 
his recitation of the prologue of 
"She Stoops to Conquer") gave a 
uniformly good performance. He 
and several other members of the 
cast, notably Roy Malcourannc as 
John Goronwy Jones, and Eric 
Donkin as Idwal Morris, had a 
difficult Job to do with regaM to 
pronunciation and Welsh speech, 
and did it remarkably well, Mul- 
vany Gray as Mrs. Watty, played 
her part with the right degree of 
abandon, and the setting by Hans 
Berends was good, as always.

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French Picture 
Honest, Truthful 

Notable for its simplicity and iU 
impressive acting was the French 
film which was in its* fifth week at 
the new Cinema de Paris at the 
time we went to press. During the 
past month, people have queued up 
for every show, waiting to sec 
"Fillc dc Puisatier." 

Filmed during the war, its im 
perfections are attributable to ini 
adequate facilities, and not to 
either the story, or the impeccable 
acting of its two famous stars, who 
are familiar to the French theatre 
as Fernandel and Ralmu, A com- 
parable moving picture has never 
been shown in Montreal. Artili 
ciality was forsaken for traditional 
French realism. . French treatment 
differs from the sophisticated in- 
terpretation which wa habitually 
give the* same situation. The film 
does not admit "a problefti". There 
is no problem; there Is only what 
happens In life. 

Briefly, the story concerns 
young paysanne who gives- birth to 
an illegitimate child.' There Is a 
notable lack of glamourizing mo 
tlves, a unique treatment in that 
"drama' 'as such is forsaken, and 
the heights and depths of emotions 
are not sounded. Tne visit of the 
girl, Patricia, and her father, play- 
ed by Ralmu, to parents of the 
child's father was one of the high 
points of the film, rendered power- 
fully moving by the dignity and 
pathos with which Ralmu played 
the role. Fernandel played the part 
of Patricia's suitor with the burles- 
que for which he is famous. 
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1939. In that year he enlisted in the 
Canadian Army and went ovcrscos 
with the third brigade of the first 
division. Later he was placed In 
command of the third division. Fol 
lowing his retirement from this 
post, he was appointed overseas 
commissioner of the Canadian Red 
Cross.

But 
even to those tew xvlio v.ere aware of his illness, it came a;; a deep and 
incredible -iioii: 'b..' 'iie morning papers of Tuo.-:day, May II, <.irri'il 
news of the death (iiinng the night of Morris Watson WiliOii, C.M.G., 
I.l. D., D.C.I.., in llic RoEb Memorial Pavilion of the Royal Victoria 
!■■. I'll;,!, the untimely age ol si.My-fbrce. 

From every quarter of the land the tribute:- flooded in— sincere, 
I plain-rpoken words of appreciation and regret, unmarred by the ctn- 
I :.ri I.. . it'oiit of ritiy honour not paid hiin in his lifetime. "Perhaps no 
i Canadian busines.smrn was more widely known or more highly respect- 
ed," said the Honoumblc C. D- Howe; not only the world of finance, 
but the world of education too concurred. The sense of personal loss, 
forever the final measure of human stature, was not limited to a smalt, 
sorrowing family. 

To many a student, too. the loss was not merely institutional. Many 
had known him personally, taking ready likin;; tntbi: hi;:, ccni.il, 
unpretentious man lor Ihe charm of his direct maiu r .nul bis .ippreciativc 
interest in student a(fair.<;.

He v.-as borti 
in the bu.'-y fishing town of Lunenburg, ,\'.S., and there received a high- 
school education. Hoping to enter univcr.«ity, he looked forward lo n 
career iit medicine or law, under the aegiji of an uncle in either pio- 
fession. His father, however, had somewhat different ambi'ions for him, 
an<i pre entcd him 'orthwith I' ith a junior elVrksbip m the l.tinenburij 
bn.iich 01 the old .Merchants' Bank of Halifax— thus starting him forcibly 
on his unbroken upward course in the organization which was later In 

•.i.sumc the broader name of The 
lioyal Bank of Canada. 

Step hy :tep. in city after city, 
he made his name and cstabtishcci 
his prosperity; and in 1934, thirty, 
seven yeiirs after hc entered the 
"r:;unization, he became its Pres. 
ident and Managing Director. Rc- 
-sj^onsibilitiei of many kind- flow. 
c'l lo him there, and hc became 
..ctivcly associated with such var- 
ied enterprises as the Canadian 
Pacifie Railway, the Montreal Trust

Graduating from RM.C. in 1933 
and from McGill in Law in 
Col. Walker also held a commis- 
sion with the non-permanent Artil- 
lery prior to the war. In 1040 he 
went overseas with the 1st Cana- 
dian Medium Artillery of the RCA, 
and remained there except for a 
short period of training for a staff 
course until November, 1945. Ho

Stresses Role of ''Visitor^' 
In Its Historic Development 



In his address of welcome to His 
Excellency the Viscount Alexander 
of Tunis. Visitor to McGill, Dr. P. 
Cyril James. Principal and Vice 
Chancellor of the University, paid 
fitting tribute to Canada's new 
Governor General al last Wednes- 
day's special Convocation. 

The text of his speech is as 
follows: 

Sunshine and shadow arc mingl- 
ed In our thoughts as wc assemble 
In Convocation today. It is a proud 
moment in which wc welcome, as 
Visitor of McGill University, His 
Excellency Field Marshal the Vis- 
count Alexander of Tunis. We 
watched from day to day, during 
the dark days of- the struggle that 
is now behind us, the progress of 
his campaigns. We have watched 
with admiration and thankfulness, 
to which was added, in the case of 
many who . arc present here this 
afternoon, an intimate personal 
bond arising from the knowledge 
that those who were near and dear 
to us served under his command. 
For nil these reasons, wc rejoice in 
the fact that you. Sir, have today 
come to take your rightful and 
traditional place among us as His 
Majesty's Visitor. 

But I should be less than honest 
if I did not mention the sorrow 
that lies heavily upon our hearts. 
Our Chancellor, whom we had ex- 
pected to preside at this Convoca- 
tion, had won the affection of 
every member of this University 
wiU» whom he came In personal 
contact. We wefc Inspired by his 
example, and strengthened by his 
counsel. No man among us was 
more eager than Morris Wilson 
that McGill should play a splendid 
part in the great task that con- 
fronts the Universities of this 
Dominion, and indeed of all the 
western world, during the years 



that lie immediately ahead: none 
worked harder or more diligently 
to make that vision a reality. The 
memory of his personality i.s etch- 
ed deep in our thoughts this after- 
noon: our sense of loss Is vivid. 
In the name of every member of 
this Convocation as well as from 
myself, 1 should like to pay tribute 
to one who will always be rcmcm- 
bcrod in our pride, as a Rrcat Cana- 
dian, and more affectionately In 
our Inmost' thoughts, as a devoted 
friend. 

The responsibilities of the Visitor, 
which you. Sir, arc assuming today, 
are portentous in import but vague 
In definition. Under the oriRinal 
Charter of McGill CoIIçrc, Rranted 
In 1821, King George IV reserved to 
himself, and to his heirs, the right 
to disapprove of the appointment 
of any Principal or Professor. He 
specifically provided that any per- 
son who met with such disapproval 
should "immediately cease to hold 
office", and this was no empty 
gesture. Exactly a century afio, in 
the spring of 1046, Mr. William 
Ewart Gladstone, in his capacity as 
Secretary of State for the Colonies 
disapproved the appointment of my 
predecessor Principal Bcthunc who, 
at that, time, had held office for 
more than eleven years. 

The sword of Damocles now 
hangs by a stouter thread. The sec- 
ond charter, granted by Queen Vic- 
toria In 1832. provides that the Gov- 
ernor-General of this Dominion, in 
his capacity as Visitor, must signify 
his disapproval within sixty days 
of the original appointment by the 
Board of Governors, so that all 
members of the University whose 
academic age exceeds two months 
need not walk in fear of Principal 
Bethune's example. 

This mitigation of (he perils of

Expressing great regret at the 
loss of McGill's Chancellor, Morris 
Wilson, and praising the work and 
the service of McGill, His Excel- 
lency, Field Marshall the Right 
Honorable the Viscount Alexander 
of Tunis, G.C.B.. Governor-General 
of Canada, and Visitor of McGill 
University, spoke to an audience 
in the open-air special convocation 
last Wednesday, May 22. 

Lord Alexanocr opened his ad- 
dress by expressing his sorrow over 
the death of Morris Wilson, who 
was to have conferred the degree 
of Doctor of Laws on the new 
Govcrnoi-Gciioial.* 

The IcxI of the remainder of his 
speech fnllnw.'.; 

My wif(! and I wish to thank 
you for the warm welcome you 
have given us todday. and above 
all I should like to thank you for 
the high honour you have confer- 
red on me. It is a matter of great 
pride and satisfaction to nic person- 
nally that the first dcRrcc which 
I have received in Cannd;i lia.î been 
at*thc hands of this famous Uni- 
versity. Wc are both indeed happy 
to be here amongst, what the Press 
called in reporting the first Open- 
ing cercmoni(;s of June 24th, 1829, 
"Numerous and respectable Indl- 
viriiKiis." 

In looking back over some 120 
years history of McGill, one is truly 
Impressed with the vision, courage 
and tenacity of that great Scotsman 
and his fellows of the Royal Insti- 
tution for the advancement of 
learning. For them and for those 
who followed them through lone 
years of internal dissension and 
poverty, there could be no finer 
reward than to look down on this 
great University and sec it. as I 
sec it today— honored by men of 
culture anad famous throughout the 
world. 

They miRlit indeed be proud and 
happy that their early struggles 
had been crowned with such great 
.success. To undertake, as they did, 
the founding of an institution of 
higher learning in a pioneer coun- 
try, was a task that called for great 
men, and they were great men. 
Those founding fathers rightly 'clt 
that Lower Canada should have a 
place In which the youth of the 
country could receive higher edu- 
cation, rather than be attracted to 
seeking It abroad — to leave the 
country of their birth perhaps 
never to return. But today I am 
happy to learn that this so-called 
"flight from home" in order to ob- 
tain a university education has de- 
clined and in some degree has been 
reversed. 

Here you have students from 
every part of the world and par- 
ticularly from our great neighbour 
and good comrade in arms, the 
United States of America. 

Unfortunately, I never had the 
advantages of a University educa- 
tion. That was the price we soldiers 
paid for a professional career in 
those days. Today there arc thous- 
ands of young men who have been 
denied thcfc great benefits through 
no f.iult of their own. It is because 
six long years of war have claimed 
them. I àm~ particularly slad to 



.•■ce that you have thrown open 
your doors wide and are taking in 
these young men In as great a 
number as possible. 

This arrangement is very wise 
and far seeing, because I believe 
that varsity life gives to Its stu- 
dents an outlook on men and af- 
fairs which no other form of edu- 
cation can give. 

It is not only a just tribute to 
those young warriors who won the 
war for us, but a wise step in 
building for the future. Long ago 
many of the students who first 
registered in McGill, were the. sons 
of men of the Highland Regiments 
vho had fouRht for this country 
and later stayed to • make their 
homes here. 

Today I see men who fought In 
the World War of 1014-18 and 
many who have done their duty 
on the battlefields of this War, 
which ended in Europe just a year 
ago. 

It was my privilege to have many 
of you under my command in the 
Mediterranean, and of all the troop.s 
of the Allied .\rmies in Italy, none 
played a greater part in our vic- 
tories than your own. 

It will be my happy task today 
to decorate, in the name of The 
King, those of you who have been 
chosen for special distinction. And 
in honouring those who have per- 
formed exceptionally fine service, 
we do not forget those who have 
given the greatest service of all 
which a soldier can give on the 
battlefield — to give his life for 
his comrades and for the ideals for 
which we all fought. 

To the mothers and fathers of 
those who fell on the battlefield 
doing a soldier's duty, our hearts 
go out In sympathy. We trust that 
a better world m.iy be their com- 
fort and consolation. 

I have spoken of the splendid 
contribution McGill has made to 
Victory, but it is not only in the 
fighting services, but in other 
fields as well. Without the aid of 
the Universities and the research 
establishments which received their 
guidance, we could not have sur- 
vived, let alone win. 

Modern warfare has become so 
scientific, and weapons so advanced, 
that the aid of the scientist and 
engineer is essential. I don't pro- 
pose to enumerate the long list ol 
projects which were undertaken, 
but I do know that al the out- 
break of war. McGill University 
immediately offered to the Gov- 
ernment all the facilities of its per- 
sonnel and equipment to aid in the 
war effort. 

I was In England during the dark 
days of 1940, just after Dunkirk— 
when we stood there alone almost 
defenceless. Where should we have 
been without Radar to give us 
warning of the approach of the 
German war planes, and time for 

our small and gallant baiid of 
fighter pilots to intercept them? 

How many of our lads, sitting 
here today, would have lost their

During the investiture, I could 
see the faces of all the decorated 
men as they received their awards 
Whether colonel or private, (he re- 
action was the same. While Maj- 
Gen. Letson read the citations, they 
swallowed nervously; when Lord 
Alexander pinned on the medal, 
they stood stiff and erect, with 
Just the slightest suggestion of a 
quiver on their faces; when the 
Governor-General spoke to them, 
and they shook hands, they smiled 
with relicL I smiled with them. 

After the ceremonies, each decor- 
ated man had his own group 
around him, and I wandered from 
Rroup to group, trying to catch a 
few words here and there. Despite 
the rather frigid looks I got, the 
congratulations and admiration ex- 
pressed by the well-wishers made 
me tingle. Girls and wives pinned 
decorations on their boy-friends 
and husbands. 

I stood beside Lance Corporal 
Whiteacrc, who was awarded the 
Military Medal, and his father 
Major Whitcacrc, who won the

Lord Alexander was visibly 
affected as he received the degree 
of the university of which he is 
Visitor by Royal Charter. 

Delivers Address 

Dressed in a red and white aca- 
demic gown over his berlbboncd 
khaki uniform. Lord Alexander 
delivered the Convocation Address 
to the huge audience attending the 
first post-war summer convocation 
at McGill. A hush descended over 
the crowd assembled on the cam- 
pus as the distinguished visitor ex- 
pressed his and Lady Alexander's 
sympathy In the loss of Chancellor 
Morris Wilson. He also paid high 
tribute to the Canadian servicemen 
who served under him in Italy, and 
he pointed out that the war could 
not have been won had it not 
been for the role played by the 
Universities, especially in the fields 
of Radar and Medical Science. 

Flash bulbs exploded, a newsreel 
camera whirred, and a radio an- 
nouncer standing on a table, spoke 
softly into his microphone as Lord 
.Mexandcr then proceeded to de- 
corate five staff-members and 
eighteen students of the University. 
Tlic twenty-three uniformed men, 
representing the three services. 
Navy, Army, and Air Force, were 
received individually by the Vis- 
count, who pinned the medals upon 
their left breast pockets, shook 
hands with them, and after a few 
whispered words, they saluted 
smartly and walked off the plat- 
form. 

Ross Presented 

Although the Convocation pro- 
ceedings did not officially com- 
mence until 4 p.m.. the Governor 
General's arrival was heralded by 
the raising of his personal flag 
atop the Arts Building at 3.30 p.m.. 
At an official reception in the 
Principal's office. Alec Ross, pre- 
sident elect of the McGill Stu- 
dents' Society was presented to his 
Excellency on behalf of the Stu- 
dents of McGill. 

The distinguished visitors then 
joined the procession, marshalled 
by Dr. Bruce Ross, Uic University 
Marshal, and the procession pro- 
ceeded away from the Arts Build- 
ing toward the section of campus 
roped off for the occasion. As the 
members of the procession, very 
colorful in their robes trimmed 
with red. blue and yellow, and 
their mortar boards, ncarcd the 
campus, a military band from Dis- 
trict Depot 4 struck up a tune, and 
cameras— both newspaper and pri- 
vate cameras— became very active. 

After the ceremonies, which 
were ended with the playing of O 
Canada, and God Save the King, 
the procession reformed, and the 
audience kept their scats as it 
moved slowly away and up to the 
Arts Building. Then, little groups 
gathered about the decorated men 
as congratulations and handshakes 
became the order of the day. Mili- 
tary and civilian photographers 
took pictures of family groups, as 
the invested servicemen gathered 
their ' friends and families about 
them. The campus gradually clear- 
ed and became quieter, except for 
the occasional lingering groups.

Other pictures depict Paris, where 
she lived for a considérable time, 
as prisoner of the Germans. Miss 
Fauteux is a native Montreeler, 
and' studied at the Art Association. 
She plans . to write a book this 
Autumn, and the pictures now on 
exhibition will bè used as illustra- 
tions. 

Notable in hèr paintings, is thé 
absence of pathos or pity. Life in 
the camp is shown realistically. 
Yet ' there is nothing ugly. Sim- 
plicity of line, simplicity and vari- 
ety of colours, make a tragic sub- 
ject eesy tq look^at.
